HUSBAND'S COMPLAINT 
ABOUT LORD NELSON. 


Autograph letters and memoran- 
da with a strong Nelson interest 
were be offered at Sotheby's on 
December II. 

One, from Lady Hamilton to Sir 


William Hamilton, dated Decem-' 


ber 3, 1785, from Edgware-road, isa 
request to be allowed to go toNaples 
to live there under Sir William's 
protection, as Greville had toleave 
her, ang she wished to be “a little 
more improved than what [ am” 
The others are written from Naples 
to Sir William during his tempor- 
ary absences, and are full of pas- 
sionate declarations of love for Sir 
William: , 

My All, my earthy Good, every 
kind nane in one. You are to me 
eating, drinking, and clothing. 
My comforter in distress, then 
why shall I not love you indeed 
(sic). I must and ought whilst Life 
is left in me or reason toghink on 
you, etc. ”, 

The couple were married i in 1791. 
Nelson first met Lady Hamilton, in 
1793. 

An autograph note, written about 
1802, is a reproof from Sir William 
Hamiiton to Lady Hamilton: 

. I feel that the whole attens 
tion of my wife is given to Lord N. 
and his interest at Merton, 

Sir William desires .to join his 
fishing pasties . ... or go to Lon- 
don, She petulantly and defantly. 
replied: 

As I see it is a pain to you to 
remain here, let me beg of you to 
fix,your_time for going, weather I 
dye i in Picadilly or an’ ’ other spot 
in England ’tis the same to me.
